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The After-Final amendment is denied entry for the following reasons: 

1. Independent claims 1, 12 and 29 have been modified to delete and/or include new 
limitations (e.g., see claim 1 wherein the limitations "the solid support being formed from a 
material selected from the group consisting of cellulose, agarose, polypropylene, polystyrene, 
polymethacrylate, and nylon" and "wherein the activating compound is 1,2,4-carbonyl di- 
triazole" were set forth), which introduces new search and consideration. None of the previous 
claims (i.e., 6/29/06 amendment) required "both" the use of "1,2,4-carbonyl di-triazole" and that 
"the solid support being formed from a material selected from the group consisting of cellulose, 
agarose, polypropylene, polystyrene, polymethacrylate, and nylon." For example, while 
previous claim 33 (e.g., see 6/29/06 amendment) referred to "the solid support being formed 
from a material selected from the group consisting of cellulose, agarose, polypropylene, 
polystyrene, polymethacrylate, and nylon", it did not also set forth the "1,2,4-carbonyl di- 
triazole" limitation (e.g., see 6/29/06 amendment, claim 33 was dependent on claim 1, not claim 
4 wherein said "1,2,4-carbonyl di-triazole" limitation was set forth) and, as a result, a new 
subgenus would have to be searched and/or addressed in a modified art rejection.
